To His Majesty, The King, in Privy Council, Sire, 
Report l r The special Committee of Council, to whom was 

referred the despatch of the Commissioner of France, 
bearing date the 16th instant, in relation to the Treaty 
recently concluded between Your Majesty and His Imperial 
Majesty the Emperor of France, have the honor to report, 
1; That the result of the reference to the French 
Government, of the proposed ad@ional article to the Treaty, 
as now made known by Monsieur Perrin, is not such as was 
expected by the members of this Council, when they passed 
the Resolution of the 2nd September 1858, advising Your 
Majesty to ratify the treaty; 
2 That the French Government having rejected the pro- 
posed new article, which was intended to obiviate the 
objections raised by the report of the special Committee, 
against the ratification of the treaty, and which induced 
this Council to pass a resolution adverse to the ratifi- 


cation; those objections, are in the main, revived in 


their original force;

That the explanations now offered by the French 
Represenative, as a new proof of the concillAXXAÉ£ iating 
spirit which MAAK actuates his Government, while they 
tend to soften one of the objections urged by the special 
Committee, afford, in fact, no equivalent for the proposed 
additional article; while some of the observations con- 
tained in his despatch, show conclusively that, in the 
negotiation of the treaty, he has aimed throughout to 
obtain from Your Majesty's Government such engagements as 
place France and her Representative here, in a more 
favored position than has hithertoo been conceded to any 
other Foreign power; 

4th, That while we regard the new treaty as, in many 
respects, highly objectionable, and contemplate its sue 
summation with deep concern, as an untoward political 
event; yet, in view of the emphatic tone of the Commis- 
sioner's despatch now under consideration, and beleving 
that to press further our objections to the Xg £Kg treaty 
would now be altogether OE SEC and would, from the 
attitude which the subject has now taken attained, endan- 
ger the peace of Your Majesty's relations with the 
Emperor, and expose You Kingdom to a repetition of former 
aggressions; we have the honor, most respectfully, to 
submit for the consideration of the Council, the following 
Resolutiong: 

Whereas, it appears by the despatch of the Commis- 
sioner of France, bearing date the 16th of May, instant,

To attempt to teach simultaneously two languages can 
only be done in certain cases and presupposes. that the 
parents themselves are cognizant of both and able and 
willing to carry in their own homes the plan adopted by 
the teachers in the schools It is the case with all and 
mostly all half whites chilaren. It is not the case with 
native children 

All children are not able to master simultaneously 
two languages, even when placed in the most favourable 
circumstances, very few native children, unless

In a word I do not believe in a system whose first 
step should be a violation of all natural laws. 

I am of opinion to foster our Hawaiian common schools 
and to Cause, when practical the first elementg of the 
English language to be tausht, so as to give to those 
capable of acquiring it afterwards and inkling in it and 
to lay the foundation for future studies. 

I do not propose to suppress, our Fnglish schools but 
to agree for the present not to extend them and to convert 
them in what they ought to be: higher schools for chilären 
whose parents with thé improvenégit the English language 
and for those who show a greater aptitude for the acqui- 
sition of a foreignéf language. I propose to regulate more 
properly the share of the parents in the expenses of those 
schools so that they do not encroach as much as they do 
on our common schools. 

I propose that the common schools, receive all pos- 
sible attention and support and that if necessary a 
special tax of half of one 1/4 be raised on real estate 
for their developement upon the grounä that agood educa- 
tion to the man of the people is a better safeguard to 
property and renders it more secure than any law or any 
police can do. 

Mr Hopkins as another member of the board of Educa- 
tion, stated verbally his views, which were, in many 


respects were quiteff opposed to those of Nr Varigny.

Hopkins views that to raise the Hawaiians to an equality 
with foreigners they must have the same medium of thought 
aná that beyond the want of pecuniary resources there was 
no insuparable difficulty to the acquaintance by the 
Hawaiian of a correct pronounciation and understanding of 
the English language . 

The Honourable L. Andrews argued to some length in 
favour of the Hawaiian language and concluded approving 
of Mr Varigny suggestions expressing great surprise at 
his coming to such correct iceas, having only being so 
short a time in this government 

Mr Andrews afterwards expressed the same ideas in 
Hawaiian. 

Mr Castle exppressed his ideas referring to Histori- 
cal presédents in favour of the National language and of 
the, policey of the American Board of Commissioners for 
foreign Missions to maintain the Hawaiian language and 
distinct nationality. 

Mr Wyllie corrected the view that MT Castle Seemed 
to entertain that Mr Hopkins and he meant to abolish the 
Hawaiian language 

Mr Hopkins and he Mir Wyllie meant nothing of the 
Kind, but that the natives should be taught English but 
still preserving their own language.

The Attorney General stated that he had the petition 
of Lr Sherman who was convictea of lanslaughter in the 
3 degree for having whilst engage with a RESO man in 
the discharge of his duty ff as a Policeman struck the 
man so as to Kill him.

His Majesty continued to point out the objections 
that were entertained by Him self and his advisers to the 
settlement of the Mormons, the peculiarity of their views, 
and the troubles that had been caused by them - together 
with the profit and indeed probability that their emmigra- 
tion might be large if not checked. 

Ir Castle was as a rule in favour of the largest 
liberty - but regarded this movement as an ominious one, 
and would like if it were possible that they should be 
prevented from coming - but at any rate - he was fully of 
opinion that their coming in any considerable numbers was 
especially to be deprecated and as far as possible pre- 
vented. 

lr Harris read in English Mr Young's letter and the

The Council was assembled for tne purpose of Offering 
their expression of condolence on the demise of the late 
King Kamehameha V. 

His Excellency 3. H. Phillips then read the invita- 
tion issued by the Chief Justice. 

In view of the Great calamity which has overtaken 
this nation, the Chancellor of the Kingdom requests the 
members of the Privy Council to assemble informally at 
Iolani Palace on Monday, December 167 at 12 o'clock noon 
to place upon record some suitable expression of their 
regará for the memory of His late Majesty Kamehameha V. 
and their appreciation of the Great loss which his people 
have sustained. 

The Chancellor then arose and addressed the Council 
as follows: 

Gentlemen: In view of the Overwhelming loss to the 
nation, by the sudden death of our beloved Sovereign, and 
of the sorrow which this melancholy event has especially 
caused to us, who have been so long and so intimately 
associated with His late Majesty "in the consideration of 
matters for the good of the State." I thought it proper, 
in which the Cabinet of His late Majesty concurred, to 
ask you to assemble informally that we might give such

331 
sorrow as the melancholy event may naturally suggest. 

In making a request for this meeting, I have assumed 
no Authority Gentlemen, to ask you to assemble as a Privy 
Council; but it was the vest mode which occurred to me of 
asking the friends of His late Vajesty, who have been 
associated with him in the public councils to assemble to- 
gether that they might have oppertunity to give such ex- 
pression as they thought worthy of the occasion and to 
place upon record a memorial of the very high appreciation 
we have always entertained of His Wisdom and patriotic 
devotion as a Sovereign, and His Noble Qualities as a Man. 

Several of the members Hon. Messrs Harris, Castle ana 
otners followed the remarks of the Honorable Chief Justice 
the Chancellor in words of high appreciation of the late 
Kings Character. 

The following declaration and Resolutions were then 
unanimously passed and that the signatures of those pre- 
sent should be attached and presented for record when a 
New Sovereign shall summon a Privy Council. 

The Privy Councillors of His late Majesty Kamehameha 
V; having assembled, after receiving intelligence of his 
untimely demise, by invitation of the Chancellor of the 
Kingdom, are anxious to have placedupon the records of 
the Privy Council, some expression of their aporeciation 
of their deceased Sovereign. Most of them have served the 
late King during the entire period of his reign and many 
of them held a seat in the Council during the reign of at 
least one of his predecessors. They were thus brought in 
contact with the late Sovereign before his accession to 
tne Throne and while he hela a most responsible position 
in the organization of the Government. 

They therefore request His Honor the Chancellor of 
the Kingdom, whenever any Privy Council may lawfully be 
assembled hereafter, to present the following resolutions 


and to request that they may be placed upon its records: 


QQ 
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Resolved, that the Privy Councillors here assembled 
have received with profound sensibility the intelligence 
of the untimely death of their late Sovereign King Kameha- 
meha V; in the meridian of life, while they were sincerely 
hoping that His mila reign would have continued for many 
years to promote the welfare of His people and the dignity 
and strength of His Nation. 

Resolved; That we bow with reverence to the inscru- 
table decrees of Divine Providence, which tempereth all 
things well, but we can not be indifferent to the great 
loss which this Kingdom has sustained; that we especially 
appreciate the moral force, the sagacity and deliberate 
wisdom which enabled our late lamented Sovereign to uphold 
with so much dignity the Authority of His Crown. and the 
mild spirit which Characterizes all the Sovereigns of the 
Kamehameha Dynasty and which was largely shared by the 
last of the line. 

Resolved, That we sincerely respect His Attachment 
to the people of His own native race, and the pride with 
which he contemplated their position among nations of the 
earth; the firmness witn which he always assorted their 
independence, and the anxiety for their Welfare which had 
such a controlling influence upon His national policy. Now 
that he is numbered with His Ancestors we humbly commenda 
the people who are deprived of a father, to the generous 
consideration of the “hole World and the Guardian Care of 
Almighty God. 

Resolved, that in this hour of personal as well as 
public affliction the Privy Councillors tender the expres- 
sion of their profound sympathy to all who were connected 
with the late Sovereign by any ties of kindred of Affec- 
tion, and most especially to Her Excellency Ruth Keeliko- 
lani the Sister of the deceased and the last of His 
immediate family to whom the Chancellor is especially 


requested to 
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Communicate the feelings of the Privy Councillors in such 


form as may seem most appropriate in view of her great 


bereavenent.
